mighr be taken from us again - And one. who. is- called Major Zordav, 
which was a Maſter of Arts, as they call chem, That have taken the De- 
gree whereby they may go forth.co deceivethe People, (he now lives 
as a Private man in the Town) he faid,if God's Plague was in the- Houſe, 
(meaning the Meeting-place,) it- could not be mere offenſive to the 
Colledges then the Quakers Meetings were: and moreover encoura» 
oed the rude Schollars,and the young; Minifiers ({o called) to radeneſs; 
and he ſaid farther, That the Man that lett ns che Houſe, had betrer have 
ſet fire to it, and have burnt it down, then to have let us have it, 
And further as any Friends came out of the Countryto hear the

I anſwer., As under the firſt Covenant there was Tithe 
of corn and wine and oil , and firſt-lings of the heards , 
and of the flocks brought to the houſe of the Lord , for 
the relief of the fatherleſs, widows and ſtrangers, as 
well as the Priefts ; ſo in Chriſt1s the fulneſs of ſpiritual 
relief, in his Fathers houſe, where there is many Man- 
tions, forall that come to have a Right there (by Faith 
in his Light) to feed upon, which the other was but a ft- 
 gnre or type of 3 but this is hid from all you thatare but 

groveling 1n the carth, about Tithes and earthly things. 

Pr. p. 58. Saith, Chriſt a Tithe=taker, that lives, and ſo is 
eternally due ſo long as ſuch things are to be paid on earth; How 
then ſhall Chrijt take this due being now in Heaven , but by thoſe 
that are inthis ſtead onearth? ſo he ever receives Tithes.

And then the ſtate of Chriſt 
and his Miniſters was not your ſtate, who take Tithes, get 
ſetled places, and there live at caſe upon the fruit of poor 
mens labours & eſtates; but Chriſt & his Miniſters ſtate was: 
a ſtate of being in Motion and doing good, and nota ſtate 
of gathering Tithes in kind: (as he faith) then neverown. 
theſe men to be Miniſters of Chriſt, whotake Tithes in 
kind, for they doevil, and are out of the ſtate of Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles. And ſo theſe Prieſts go not a warfare as. 
they pretend) for Chriſt, for which this Prieſt ſeveral 
times hath claimed a maintenance for them. to be as due 
as the Souldiers pay , for they never put themſelves into, 
thoſe hazards, norendure thoſe hardſhips that the Soul- 
diers of Chriſt endured in their warfare and'travel, but 
they live at caſe, ſtriving after great preferments and: 
Tithes,to maintain themſelves and their Families in pride 
and ſuperfluity-, in what their hearts luſtafter , as is evi- 
dent among them ;. neither are they planters of .Vine- 
yards, nor keepers of ſheep, when their hearers do rent, 
rear and perſecute the ſervants of the Lord , like ſo ma-- 
ny bryars and thorns, ſwine and wolves, 2 Tim:2, 3 
_ - Pr; Upon the ſuppoſition that Tithes are no part of the Ceremo« 
nial Law, have we as poſitive evidence, that the particular dee 
termination of a tenth is ſill int force. | cas | 
Anſw.. This his evidence that is but grounded upon a 
ſuppoſition, hath he laid down in the laſt page of his diſ- 
courſe-of the Divine Right of Tithes, but it is both an un« 
certain & a falſeevidence,as is before proved;for wiſe men 
uſed not to ground politive Evidences upon ſuppoſitions. 
Pr. p.29. Saith, If New Teſtament examples oblige us to any 
thing, it is ſure, to much more then to a tenth.

Ince by the Lord we were called, choſen, and ſeparated 
to be his People, and had unto us committed the word 
of Reconciliation-, and fince his eternal Power broke 
forth and was manifeſt amongſt us, hath hedone oreat 
things in the Earth ; for he hati prepared his way, and 
; made it plain before the face of all people, by the appear-= 
ance and teſtimony of his eternal light in their hearts : which 
hath not only there ſhined, but 15 broken forth into a life of Righ- 


teouſne(s in many whom the Lord bath accounted worthy to be 


his Servants in his work, to raiſe upa ſeed unto Faceb, and to 
gather the diſperſed of Iſrael and Juda, (both Jews and Gentiles) 
Into the Covenant of Light and Life with the Father, from 
whence they are erred by tranſgreſſion : and for the accompliſh- 
ing of this Work and Service hath the Lord furniſhed us with 
Spiritual Weapons, to war even againſt Spiritual wickednefſe 
in high places ,2 Cor. 10.4,5. And againſt the Rulers of the Dark- 
nefle of cais world, Epheſ. 6. 12. which hath appeared under ma- 
ny Forms and Governments fince the breakings forth of truth in 
this Nacion, Yea many Heads or Governments hath been raifed 
up and caſt down again ty one Hand aud Power: and have all from 
the Lord (through his Servants Y had a word of Wiſedom and 
Councel miniftred unto them , what they ſhould do that they

might be eſtabliſhed ': Which if they did not, the Lord 
would break them to pieces : which word of the Lord was ful- 
filled upon themall. And every divers Head had a Horn. in 
it, to Ppufh at the Lambs of Chriſt withall , and at every 
appearaiice of. his Spirit and Power 1h his People, but for 
his Ele& fake was their dates ſhortned , and his breakings and

which have all of them more or lefſe been guiltie of our 
Sufferings, either in acting againſt us, or in ſuffering others 
to a& crnelly , and not endeavouring to reſtrain che 
when they had power 1n their hands to do it, and the (uffer- 
inzs laid before them, who ſuffered for Righteouſneſle ſakes 
| fo that” they could not plead Ignorance, buc' was left with= 
out excuſe, which now m the day of their miſery and tri- 
bulaticn ſome of: them do confider it when their time is no 
tNOres» | EE | 


' 7, As fiiftin the time of the Long-Parliament, in the year 
( 1652. ) although many pretended, ſome prayed, and ſome 
fought for | iberty of Conſcience in matters of Religion, and 
yet at that time were we impriſoned, beat, and perſecuted 
for obeying and worſhipping our God in Spirit and Truth, 
according to his teaching ; andat that time the Prieſts Rage 
begun to burn like fire :and they run one unto another, and 
Kkindled the wrath in one another againſt the Truth, even to 
petition againſt the ſpreading of it (and thoſe that walked in 
it) as a dangerous thing; and they generally with one con- 
ſent called the Truth, Herefie, Deluſion and Blaſphemy : and 


thoſe that miniſte:ed it abroad they called Ring-leaders of 


Sefs, as m the Apoſtles daies there was the like example. 
But the'e was warned in their day, not to perſe:utethe 
Innocent , nor to uphotd thoſe that preached for filthy I:ic: ey

who ſerved not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt but their own Belliesz 
But they hearkned not to the Council of the Lord , but ſhut 


their ears againſt his Inſtru&ions : therefore was their day

2. In the year ( 1653. ) aConncil of State was called; by 
( O.C. ) but they did nothing to take off the weight of oppreſ= 
fon in the Nation, neither 1n Spiritual nor Civil things,. for 


'Pride and the deceiptfulnefle of Riches entred into their 


hearts, that they didnot regard nor (et themſelves wholly to 
do that which the Lord did require of them, although they 


| were warned of God in their time, yet the Yoke of the op- 


preſſor was not taken away, but under it the Nation groaned, 
and they wrought no deliverance in the earth. | 


3. Then the Little Parliament fat in the ame. year, and - 


_ there was a plant of Righteoulneſſe (tending towards ſome e- 
_ quity and freedom ) ſpringing up in them, but the firength 


of deceipt and ſubtilty in others, did Quench ic before it 
brought furch auy chiug to perfettion, and in that time the 
Prieſts fierce-perſecuting Zeal, was ſo inflamed,that many Pe- 
titions from ſeveral parts of the Nation was preſented (againſt 


the Quakers) to the Parliament, and their continual clamor, 
Petitions and Addrefles (and they being regarded and hark- 


ned unto ) was onecawle ofthe continuance of the Nations 
bondage and oppreftion, and God never proſpered ſuch as re- 
ceived them into their Councils: or gave heed to their re- 
ports, but a Curſe and Deſtruftion alwaijes followed them in. 
cheir undertakings, whoſe ear was open unto ſuch things. 
And in the time of this Power and Government, was perſecu- 
tion continued about Religion, though much was pretended 
to the contrary; they alſo were warned, and wiſely counſelled 
in their day, and fo was left without excule. 


4- Again in the ſame year was ( O.C. ) made Prote&or 
who had his day, and power in his hand to have done good, 
and to have done that which he andicthers pretended, but

ke Joyning with the covetous Prieſts and their Intereſts, to 
make his arm ſtrong, thereby betrayed the Lord and his Peos 
ple, intothe hands of finners. And jnſteed of removing Perſe= 
cution, he cauſed new Acts to be made to Perſecute by, and ſo 
brought a Curſe upon himlelf, and Family. and Tribulation 
1pon thoſe that truſted 1n him: And the Lord did often vifit 
him with reproofs and inſtru&ions, untill he hardened his 
heart againſt all reproof, and then was he givenup ofthe Lord, 
and of his People, to his appointed end, as an Example to all 
Hypocrites and Treacherous ones. 


5. Again his ſecond Parliament was called, and fat in the 
year 1654-in their dates was not the Land ealed, nor freed 
from its bondage, and when they had let in the Prieſts Spirit, 
end was inſenſed againſt the Truth, and intending to make 
Laws to Perſecute, then were they broken, and their power 
taken from them, who in their day was warned, but did not 
the thing which the Lord required of them. 


6. Oliver's 3d. Parliament, which confifted of ewo Houſes, 
fat in the year 1657. they more than any of the reſt, did draw 
back into that which they had declared againſt, and they let 
in the Priefts Perſecuting Spirit, and made Laws for Perſecu- 
tion, and many were Impriſoned m the time of their Govern- 
ment, becauſe for Conſcience ſake they could not pay Tithes 
to the Hireling Prieſts, and becaufe they conid not Swear, con» 
trary to Chriſts command, Maf. 5. And they ba many warn 
ings and admonitions from the Lord, which they reje&ed, 
and ſo the Lord rejefted them, as from doing his work, 


77, Then Richard Cromwell in the year 1658. was made Pro« 
te&or, whom the Prieſts flockt to, as their Rock of defence, 
chat heas. their 71a might lead them into their promiſed 
Land, which was but a Benefice of Tithes or Augmentations, 
their prayed for Inheritance; and they told him that the Goſs 
pel was bound 1p in him, and fo did cleave unto him by Flat- 
teries, as they did unto all the reſt before him for their own 
ends, but the {uttering ſeed oF God, which could not Flatter 
2 him

| Kim was not ſet free: who freely declared unto him the word 
of the Lord, and inſtruftions fromthe Almighty before his 
day. was over. | 


' 8, And again his; Parliament fate in the year ( 1659, ) 
they continued and did not free the Sufferers, and impri'on- 
ed ones, who ſuffered only for the worſhip of they God, 

- and for the exerciſe of a: good Con'cience;- bit they went 
on ſwiftly in the way of their deſtruction, to impoſe Wor- 
ſhips upon People, and to dectee unrighteons ['ecrees ; and 
upon that Rock of Religion, they were broken as others 
had been before tem, though they were exhorted to 
righteouſneſs, and told of the evil that did come upon 
them. EY 


. 9. The gth. Government was again the Long-Parliament, 

who came in TT gear Pretences , and Reſolutions , and 

. Proteſtaticns to make this Nation a Free-Commonwealth, 

not only in name but in nature; And they begun well, and 

to call the Priſoners. up to Loxdon who ſuffered for Cons 

ſcience ſake, and freed ſome of them : and many of them 

intended to-take away-that great Oppreſtion of Tithes, where- 
by much deceipt , and many Deceivers are held ip inthe 

Nation : and then. the Prieſts rage was kindled againft them, 
and they curſed them intheir Pulpits, aud preached up 

war againſt them , and themſelves ger Horſes , Piſtols and 
Sword: to fight for their Tithes and Maintenauce : and when 
they wererouted, then they again-petitioned the Parliament, 
-- fome begging pardon, and {ome pleading not guilty : and 
the Parliament was ſo blind ,. that upon their Diflimulation 
they let in the Prieſts again; and begun: to gratifie the Prieſts, 
and eſtabliſh Tithes z and then the wrath of God broke forth 
22ainſt them , .and their Deſtruion was prophecyed of, and 
told them that it ſhould ſhortly come upon them, as it came. 
to paſſe: becauſe they would not receive the Lords Counſel 
in their day. 


10. Then the Armie and Committee of Safety ( ſo called ) 
-s

had' the Power and Government in their hands , which they: 
did not improve as they migar have done for the liberty of. 
the Subje&s :- neither did taey- receive that coun:ei trom' 
the Lord waich would have opened their underſtandings how 
to-have ruled for him , but with corrupt realonings among 
them-'elves pe-ve ted one anotaer, and confounded caeir own 
work, rea oning out: tie good and honeſt intentions of ſome 
that was amonyit them, untill they all became as a heap of 
Confuſion, and” taeir work broken to piece: A juſt reward 
of their own devices, and following the coumels of their 
own hea: ts; regleftiny the Advice of chat Spirit of righteout- 
nefſe » hich ſhould nave 'ed and alſo eſtabliſhed taem 1n the 
work or the Loid in t.ieNation :to as unwortiy and diſobe- 
dient were they caſt out. 


11, Then again the Lonz-Parliament had another day of 
Tryal given taem into their aands, but a mad Zeal and Fury 
attended them,againſt the honeſt and upright-hearred people; 
and the Fury of the Opprefſor was higaly exalted amongſt 
them, buining like Fire, in which they could not contain 
themſelves, nor poſſeſs their own Spirits in quietne(s; in which 
Fury was: Folly : the efte&s of which did betray and deſtroy 
both themſelves and others. They being diverted from their 
1ſt intentions, and de rre after righteouſneſs : a juſt recom- 
pence of reward for their Diſobedience came upon them , ac+ 
cording to many true Teſtimonies from the Lords Servants 
unto them; which if in time their Ears had been open to the 
Lords inftru@ions, and their Hearts inclined to righteouſnels, 
that ſwiit and {1dden deſtruGtion had not fo ſoon come upon 
taew * hut they being biinded with Fury in their anger z 

would neither hearuwve fee; that which was the effett oftheir 
own work ,- nor the Lords hand of Juſtice near come upon 
tiiem, a3 now they may Conſider it, 


12. The Secluded Members then came in as a cod of-Gods 
anger, and of Juſtice, ora prey upon taem 3 and it was ma» 
niieſt to the {eeing Eye that God had tuined his hand againſt 
ail thoſe which had abuſed his Power , and negle&ed his 
work,

therefore as you look to be eſtabliſhed by the Lord, do Righ= 
teouſneſs, Equity and Juſtice to every man, without reſpe& 
of perſons : and thoſe that accordingto the Equal and Royal 
Law of God walk, domg unto others, as they would that 0+» 
thers ſhould dounto them : Take heed ofimpoſing any thing 
relating to the matter of Worſhip upon the Conſciences, leaft 
you kindle Gods wrath againſt you, ( as others have done) 
which will not eaſily be quenched ; for upon this Rock have 
many . been broken, and others wounded (o, that they could 
not again be healed. 

And two things we would mind you ofeſpecially,

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#5 dumb dogs, we are made able, bleſſed be God, toworry thee, aud pat 
ft, 0. andati the diſpute he.toid me.he was able to- worry mo, 
ſuch Foxes asI am, -ſo you may ſee the falſhood and vanity of 
this man and his Reaſon :. which is no better then.to ſay, a dog 
thatis a worrier is not a dumb dog, becaule he can worry, wheu, 
as the dumb dogs uſe to be the greateſt worrier:, as the-blind_ 
Watchmen in 1ſrael;were compared to -fuch,when they fed tbem- 
ſelves, and ſought-tor.theic gaine trom their Quarters, bur de- 
ftroyed and ſcattered the Flock.
